Washington's < ’harocter 
George 
Washington, commander 
in chief of the American armies and 
first president of the United States, 
affectionately known as the “ Father I 
of his Country,” is now the most re­ 
vered character in the history of our 
nation, but there was a time in his | 
political career when a l a r g e number j 
I of American citizens had neither rev-! 
erence nor consideration 
for him. 
Even in ais first term he met with 
I some bitter opposition and had 
the 
gravest difficulties in governing an 
undisciplined people. Washington de­ 
termined to refuse to be a candidate 
for a second nomination. 
He wrote! 
a farewell address and had it ready I 
as his final word at the end of this 
first term but through the influence 
of Hamilton, Jefferson aud other po- \ 
litical leaders he was induced to ac­ 
cept a re-nomination. 
During 
his 
second term he was most severely op­ 
posed by those who did not approve 
of his foreign policy. 
His opponents 
were made strong by a large number 
of hot-headod jingoites who always 
have such influence and arouse 
so I a3. ° 
much enthusiastic antagonism from I P™8*' 
the classes who 
have little or 
no 
sense of the principles of govern­ 
ment or idea of a nation s responsi­ 
bilities. 
In a cabinet meotin 
of 1793. J e f-i J 
ferson records that Washington was 
so exasperated by his political foes 
that he passionately declared that he ‘ ear postri 
had rather be i . his grave than to be 
the president of the United States. 
J 
Washington was a great political 
leader because he had a sound and j 
definite policy based on a consum -1 
mate knowledge of actual conditions 
and the true idea of the right founda-, 


I lions upon which 
great nation must 
be built. 
He was true to his convic­ 
tions and had the strength of mind . 
j to establish a wise precedent for the 
j exercise of the executive functions of I 


j constitutional government. 
People Should be Thankful 
The citizens of today should 
be 
most devoutly thankful to God for 
the Washington strength of will and 
courage and wisdom. 
He should be 
alive to the danger to our institu-i 


and oppression in the hands of the 
rich and successful criminals 
and 
have* the White House connected to 
the capital by controlling wires and 
the constitutional government will 
have shriveled into two departments 
instead of three. 
Short Term Wise 
A popular reference hook is H a r­ 
rison’s “ Calendar of a Great Man.” 
Harrison herein makes the assertion 
that Washington firmly refused 
a 
third election deeming the precedent 
a bad one. 
But this same Harrison, 
(with all due respect), cannot prove 
that Washington ever made such 
a 
statement. 
For various reasons no 
president has accepted a third nom­ 
ination and many consider the limit 
of two terms a part of the “ unwrit­ 
ten law of the cou n try / 
The two 
term limit has no honorable p r e c e ­ 
dent in the express judgment of any 
of our early political leaders. 
I: 
may have been considered wise when 
this nation was merely an 
experi­ 
ment in government that 
the 
one 
elected to tne chief executive office 
should ..ave a short term. 
Bur Washington would doubtless 
have accepted a third term, if he 
had been younger or Ie-- worn and 
weary in public service and been c o n -’ 
vinced that his country still needed 
his service. 
W ashington's Reason 
Washington had* two 
plain rea­ 
sons for not accepting a third term: . 
In the first place he felt keenly 
the antagonism of opposing partisan-, 
ship especially during 
his 
second 
I term, and again he wa^ determined 
to retire at the end of his first term 
and it was only by the strongest 
1 kind of influence that he did not 
! thus establish the precedent of only 
I one term in office. 
At the end of his 
(second term he felt that his coun­ 
try could no longer demand a con­ 
tinuation of his services. 
He was 
an old man who had been forty-five 
years iii public life; for sixteen 
of 
those years he had been commander- 
in-chief and president and b o r n e the 
heaviest burdens of the formative 
period of our national government. 
That any particular period of pub­ 
lic service disqualifies a man 
from 
serving his country is certainly not 
a Washington idea any m ore than 
having a 
political 
and 
financial 
earthquake as frequently as every; 
four years to elect a new man has 
ed public service is, that a man is 
bound to serve his country to the best 
of his ability as long as she needs 
and calls for his services. 
»v ashington foreign policy has been 
gravely misunderstood by the popu­ 
lar mind. 
Although his policy is be­ 
hind the Monroe doctrine, yet his 
spirit of administration would 
not 
our international relations so 
retard the progress, the enter* 
and usefulness of a Christian 
nation. 
It is China and Japan who 
are examples in 
recent history 
of 
what comes of shutting the nation’s 
doors against the world outside . and 
yet such policy has been practically 
advocated by politicians within the 
last few years. 
As yet we have no 
adequate foreign poli­ 
cy and are just rising out of a ten­ 
dency to continue unduly 
isolated 
and inactive in international affairs 
and have largely shirked the world 
wide responsibility which belongs to 
a great nation. 
No one knows how 
much like the old policy of China 
our national policy might have been 
if It was lot for commercial enter­ 
prise. 
Must Beware 
As the Jewish people were nourish 
ed and strengthened by God and kent 
apart from other nations by Him un­ 
til the time came for them to rise to 
their mission as a people with 
a 
Catholic, an international, a world­ 
wide gospel; and as their failure to 
rise to this opportunity caused their 
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great men of the past and of the 
present, whom He has inspired and 
uplifted to t>*rve Him to the lathing 
benefit and glory of our native land. 
Lincoln's Thanksgiving 
It was in th*1 darkest hour of o u r 
national history iii 1864 that 
th<w 
noble Abraham Lincoln, of sacred 
memory, issued the first proclamation 
for an annual day of thanksgiving 
for the nation, 
lf there wa* cause 
for gratitude at such a time, how 
much mon* in these days of prosperi­ 
ty and peas * 
O God, loving Heaven­ 
ly Father, how we ought to thank. 
Thee for all the mercies that Thou 
h a s t shown these Thy people in this 
land more favored than the “prom­ 
ised land of olden time.” 
Thanksgiving day is therefore, his­ 
torically, a memorial of the 
early 
struggles of the American colonies, 
bur chiefly perhaps of the beginning 
of our national life and It also re­ 
minds us of the great, war and the 
blessed p e a c ' which consummated a 
n»w birth of t h e nation, to, please 
God a lasting unity, of the more thor­ 
ough estab.ishment of our constitu­ 
tion. and a wider and wider politi­ 
cal vision, a more intelligent public 
opinion, which has led in these later 
times* to an unprecedented industrial 
enterprise and commercial success. 
O God. we thank and praise Thy 
glorious name. -
